One of 
the men fired twice at Sub-Inspec- 
tor Andrew*from«a- distance of 
only a few feet, but, owing to 
the powder being damp, the bul- 
leis did not take -effect. ~.Sub- 
Inspector Andrew returned the fire 
and killed thé man. Sergt. Good- 
win also had an exciting duel with 
another Chinese, and eventually 
shot. him. :

In outlining the" circumstances, 
Sir Joseph Kemp said the instance }- 
reflected great credit on the police, 
both for their bravery and the 
skillful organisation by which the 
trap for the robbers was set. They 
ran great risks; a bullet passing 
through the hat of one of them, 
and Sub-Inspector Andrew having 
a narrow escape when he was twice 
fired at from a distance of only a 
few feet. : 


In consequence of information, 
‘the police arrived at the distillery 
shortly after gix o'clock on the 
evening of December 2nd,» when 
Sub-Inspector Andrew, who was in 
charge of the party, distributed his 
men at certain points of the build- 
ing, and outside, :and himself went 
into a cubicle containing a bed. 
Sergt. Goodwin was stationed be- 
hind a counter. It must have been 
a trying wait, 2s nothing -happen- 
ed until ten o’clock, although earlier 
a junk appeared and moved away 
again. 

At about ten o'clock,’2 junk aiile 
ed up to a pior,.from which some 
men ‘landed and rapidly approach 


ed the building. Police stationed, 
-at a gate by the pier stated that six 


men entered, and of these Sergt. 
Goodwin saw two “men walk past 
the counter, on which there was a 
light.

' An Excellent Location. 

‘After. discussion, in which the 
members. showed considerable in- 
terest, it was unanimously agreed 
to hold the show at Lady Ho Tung’s 
experimental farm, at Sheung Shui, 
the Chairman thanking “Lady Ho 
Tung for placing her farm at the 
disposal of the Committee for the 
purpose, 

No- better site could ‘be ‘obtained 
as, besides being centrally located 
for the whole of the New Territory, 
the well-laid-out grounds .of the 
farm lend themselves admirably 


for thé erection. of matshed for- 
The large: 


housing the exhibits. 
farm building will: provide shelter 
in case of bad weather, and the 
grounds are easily accessible by 
bus and ricksha from the Sheung 
Shui railway halt. Tentative dates 
for a two-day Show were fixed for 
the 8ta and 9th December next, but 
the dates. are subject to change 
when the time draws ‘near for 
holding the Show. | ;

‘Anteresting Memorandum, 

The memorandam, by Lady Ho 
‘Tung, presented to due Committee, 
was as follows: 

My interest.in the agricultural 
development of the New Territory 
in order to prove its potential value 
to the Colony as a tentre of pro-' 
Suction of . food supplies: to its 
inhabitanta,.Jeg. to experiment’ 
being carrie ut inthe districts 
of Sheiing Shaland Kam T’sin now 
for:a considerable ‘time, past. It 
has beén established that. almosz 
all varieties of “vegetables” and 
several fruits, notably pineapples 
and papayas, can be successfully 
grown in the New Territory and 
that pig-breeding can be conducted 
as a profitable industry. 

Whether vegetable cultivation by 
the farniers’could be made to pay 
under normal conditfons depends, 
in the first ‘Instance, upon the 
assistance obtainable from Govern- 
ment. It Is not doubted that,such 
assistance would be readily forth. 
coming, especially from the Gov- 
ernor, who has shown. himself so 
thoroughly “sympathetic to the 
farmers. - 

Farmers Handicapped: 

' My investigations into Hhe agri- 
cultural conditions of Canton and 
the New Territory, have Jed to the 
conclusion thet agriculturists in 
the districts of the New Territory 
are greatly’ handicapped in tho 
production of market produce and 
in the sale in the Hongkong market, 
First, the deficient water supply 
and the irrigation system here‘are 
wholly. inadequate, necessitating 
the employment of men labour for 
transporting watet from long dis- 
tance to the fields, 

Secondly, fields in the New Terri- 
tory are generally less fertile than 
those of Canton, which fact neces- 
sitates-the application of greater 
quantities of manure “ and: other 
fertilisers to the soi]. I have sent 
samples of the soil‘of Sheung Shui 
for expert analysts, and the result 
shows that it is largely deficient in. 
esséritial chemicals. — 

‘Tue ‘artificial tréatment of the 
soil-is, therefore, one of the first, 
requisites calling for consideration.

In order that’ agricultiive may || 


better flouiish ‘in the Ndw Terti- 
tories, ‘some .defitite ‘measures’ 
should be-adopted to ‘do away with, 
as much of-its present: disabilities 
as possible. It is. suggested’ that 
Government assist-in the improve- 
ment of the irrigation system and 
effect séine réduction in railway 
tariffs, ‘so ‘that. farmers may put 
their land to. more intensive culti- 
vation, especially in the high 
planes; they would then be in a 
better position to meet with the 
market demands in Hongkong. 

The advisability of a department 
for carrying out agricultural ‘ex- 
periments and for studying the 
conditions of different - soilg and 
advising theron, thus ascertaining 
their suitability for different vege- 
tables, may also be.'usefully con: 
sidered. “Valuable advice will in 
this. way be’ available to’ farmers. 
If on annual show could be ‘held 
and prizes given for the best pro- 
ductions, people would be further 
encouraged to take a greater in- 
terest in the development of their 
farma in partleular,.and in the 
economic welfare of'the New Ferri- 
tory in-general.

.. Two suggestions éontained in a
